THE SCALING LADDER. 


Bow It Is I soil nt Fires In Very Hiss* 


Bnilflinss. 


The most promising pupils among 


those admitted to the school of instruc- 
tion nt the New York fire headquarters 
are said to be those who have served 
in apprenticeship in professions that 
bave called them aloft. Sailors, paint- 
ers, roofers and steeple climbers have 
the advantage of their preliminary 
training. The first thing that a neo- 
phyte is called upon to learn is how to 
handle the scaling ladder. 


This bit of apparatus is a long, well 


seasoned tongue of timber with short 
crcsfpiecea passing through it. It ter- 
minatea at the top with a long hook, 
which has three or four ratchetlike 
projections on its nndersnrface and 
wei'ghs from 20 to 4o pounds. There is 
n special knack in handling it dexter- 
ously, and many a time a man who is 
alight and small of stature can manage 
a ladder which a Goliath would find 
difficulty in handling. 


"There is no piece of apparatus in 


tho fire depaituient," says one who baa 
made a stndy of its methods, "which, 
killfnlly handled, can be ufade to serve 
nore purposes than this scaling ladder. 
?he longest extension ladder in the de- 
artmcnt measures 90 feet, but the man 
vitb tho scaling ladder can go tip 14 
rlo stoik'S without becomingeshaust-

Retuonn Why They Are So Popular 


In American Slnrliet.i. 


"Nowhere perhaps in the world are 


onions grown to such a state of perfec- 
tion as in the Bermudas," said a whole- 
sale produce merchant to a writer re- 
cently. "The balmy climate and rich 
soil cf these islands, together witb tbe 
carefnl methods of cultivation, bave 
combined to produce an onion that, foi 
size and flavor, is peerless. Tbe vege- 
table will average from one-half ponnc 
to one pound and a half in weight. II 
is always sound, jnicy and crisp, and 
these good qualities are so well appre- 
ciated by Americans that about 800,- 
000 crates of the onions are annually 
shipped to the United Statea 


"Preparations to supply the markets 


of this country every spring with the 
vegetable are made early in January, 
and when gathered in Marcb and Apri" 
the onions are carefully selected am 
packed in crates, weighing, when filled, 
160 ponnda. The onions are then taken 
to the general receiving wharf, where 
they are subjected to a rigid inspection 
by government officers. If the quality 
of the produce is not good and any im 
perfect or decayed specimens are found 
the farmer is made to pick tbe gooda 
over and replace them. The onions ar 
then passed by the inspector, and wbei 
tbe crates have been closed and market 
by tbe shipper they are loaded on boan 
a steamship, which, after a voyage o 
48 bonrs, lands them, principally in 
New York. Here consignments of from 
4,000 to 0,000 crates, each containing 
160 onions, are received semiweekly. 
Tbe vegetable is usually sold by the 
weight and is worth about 6 cents pet 
nonnd retail."—Washington Star.
